Walsh & Rheault 
Say County Needs 
Wake-Up Call 


State Representative Michael P. Walsh and Town 
Council President Donald M. Rheault today blasted 
Hampden County Commissioners and Sheriff Michael 
Ashe for remarks made conceming a bill signed by 
Governor Michael Dukakis: to convey 300 acres. of 
county land to the town this fall. j 

Commissioners and Ashe reacted angrily last week 
when Walsh announced that the bill was signed by 
Dukakis on Friday, July 14th. Commissioners said they 
had no knowledge whatsoever about the bill and Ashe 
ued it to a backroom political deal made at mid- 
night. 

Also, Commissioner Richard Thomas said he believ- 
ed the bill was illegal and the county might consider 
taking it to court to nullify it, 

And several days later, Commissioner Thomas J. 
O'Connor said the commission may “‘rethink’”’ its op- 
Position to siting a $51 million jail in Agawam 

About 218 acres of the 300 acres, located in Feeding 
Hills, comprise two tracts of land being studied as a 
potential replacement for the overcroweded York 
Street Jail in Springfield. The second site is eight acres 
off Taylor Street in Springfield. 

Walsh told us, “In no way did | nor the Legislature 
nor the governor attempt to keep the county commis- 
sion in the dark about this bill. Their comments are 
reactionary and beneath the office they hold. The bill 
went through the proper legislative channels. There 
were newspaper stories about it when the town first 
asked me to’file it last November. Public hearings were 
held. The bill was read on the House floor three times 
and in the Senate three times. 

“f the county commission was doing its job, they 
would have been informed of the bill. | did my job. It’s 
obvious they didn’t do theirs.” 

Rheault, the sponsor of the bill on the council floor 
late last year, called O'Connor's comments about the 
commission's possible new position about placing the 
jail in Agawam as tantamount to “intimidation and 
political blackmail.” 

Rheauit said, “What's there to rethink? The county 
commission over and over has said the jail will not be 
placed in Agawam. Now because we will own the land 
the commission is trying to threaten us with the jail. 
But the town won't be intimidated by this type of 


politics.”

Rheault again noted that the town has done more 
than its fair share for the rest of Hampden County. He 
listed the Bondi’s Island Treatment Plant, the regional 
landfill and dump, the Fluor Vicon-incinerator, and the 
planned sludge plant, as all being located within 
Agawam’s boundaries. 

Rheault said the county also attempted to place a 
regional dog pound in Agawam despite the town’s 
violent opposition to it. 

“| think we've done more than enough for the coun- 
ty. The idea came to me to ask the council to pass this 
resolution after the county contacted us about placing 
@ composting plant in town. It's high time Agawam 
stops being used as a regional dumping ground.”

Banks, Voluntary 
Taxes Sent In; Tax 
Rate To Be Set

With more than $1 million received in voluntary tax 
Payments, the Town of Agawam is financially solvent 
at least through Labor Day and won't have to borrow 
to pay its bills. , 

Town Treasurer Rudy Altobelli has received over $1 
million in tax receipts from banks and lending institu- 
tions contacted by Town Manager Reid S. Charles, 
Town Accountant Carol Taylor, Town Assessor 
Timothy Kelleher, and Town Clerk Richard Theroux. 

Altobelli said another $77,000 was paid directly by 


111 taxpayers on a voluntary basis, based on last |. 


year’s tax bills. The lending institutions paid the town 
directly on the requests of Charles and his department 
heads. 

Estimated tax bills were supposed to be mailed on 
April 1st but according to Altobelli, with the council 
setting the tax rate on August Ist, and with the town 
revaluation figures in, tax bills probably will be mailed 
by the end of August. 

With delays in the town revaluation process by 
Patriot Properties and glitches in the collection pro- 
gram of the town computer, collecting taxes hasn’‘t 
zen easy for Agawam. And it’s been controversial as 
well. 

Two members of Town Council, Paul Fieldstad and 
Edward G. Borgatti, have put Charles on the carpet for 
the late tax bills. Both councilors say the town is losing 
up to $41,000 in accrued interest because the tax bills 
were not sent. 

Also, it was learned that Charles did not realize . the 
town was running out of money until Fieldstad criticiz- 
ed him at the council’s June 20th meeting. 

Fieldstad charged Charles with bad management 
and later added that the situation could have been 
avoided. 

This led to a flurry of phones calls to lending institu- 
tions from Charles and his department heads, as well 
as an appeal to taxpayers for voluntary tax payments, 
so the town could avoid having to borrow money to 
Pay its bills. 

Borrowing to pay its bills due to no tax bills being 
sent out, most observers agree, would have placed 
Charles in a political pressure-cooker.

According to Altobelli, some areas of the town com- 
puter system are functioning well, such as the School 
Department’s end. Agawam and other communities 
are using the current collections system and are ex- 
periencing severe problems with this phase of the com- 
puter program. 

“lve talked to people in Acton, East Longmeadow, 
and Longmeadow and they've all expressed some 
dissatisfaction with the system,” Altobelli said, 
“Shrewsbury uses this system and though they were 
happy with it first, they are having problems, too.” 

Efforts to resolve problems in the collections systems 
of this often off-line computer have proved aS 
Altobelli adds, referring to the support system offere: 
by the Co-Op of Attleboro, Massachusetts. ‘’They are

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Let’s Buy St. Anne’s Despite Manager Charles 


With the vote on the proposed purchase of 
the St. Anne's Country Club due Monday 
night by Town Council, it’s time for the 
town’s hometown newspaper to take a stand. 

We SUPPORT the council spending $4 
million to buy the 171 acres. 

We do not do this, however, without first 
observing that the efforts of Town Manager 
Reid S. Charles to sell this package to the 
council is an example of bad management. 

Charles has bungled, mugged, and shown a 
lack of professional leadership on this issue 
from the outset. 


When he first stated to the press months ago, 
“The town will match any offer for the land, ”’ 
that signaled the beginning of a debacle. 


And what should have been a professional, 
business-like debate has evolved into another 
community snafu rooted in last-minute shuffl- 
ing of information and important fiqures be- 
ing forwarded to councilors by the manager’s of- 
fice. 

In this administration it’s nothing new - it’s 
the norm. 

Despite all this and the $4 million price tag 
(nearly $6 million with interest over the life of 
the proposed bond), we do support this pur- 
pese for one reason and one reason only 
-PRESERVING LAND that’s always been 
open and recreational ‘space. 

The 171 acres at St. Anne’s would be a 
shame to lose to developers. We believe that 
in 15 or 20 years from now, and for genera- 
tions much farther down the road, the town 
would REGRET missing this opportunity. 


COMMON GROUND between most 
townsfolk in Agawam points to our serious 
loss of open space and over-development. 

This newspaper has rightfully been iden- 
tified as pro-development and pro-business in 
the past. In this instance, the open space is in 
the best interests of the community at-large, 
and development should take the back seat. 

Charles’ attempt to sell the St. Anne’s 
package to. the council and perhaps reap 
some popularity from townspeople at the 
same time has failed. 

Charles’ statement about “‘matching any 
offer’’ to purchase the land was foolhardy. 
What’s more valuable - land that’s being 
sought for development, paid for by 
developers, or land that would be purchased 
to maintain an existing golf course without 
any development? It's obvious the former is 
true. 

Wouldn't it have been far more prudent for 
Charles to say that the town was interested in 
St. Anne’s for preservation and open space 
only? And that any attempts to develop this 
land would be met by the strictest enforce- 
ment of the law and legal restrictions possi- 
ble, including no zone changes for the land 
from what he perceived as an unsympathetic 
council? 

Why get the town involved in a potential 
bidding war? 

Why did Charles say the town would be 
eligible for a state payback of $700,000 
towards the purchase before any application 
had been filed? Now, several months later, 
the state says it will pay us back “up te 


$500,000.” That's another $200,000 off his 
estimates, 

His figures on sewer costs as well as other 
figures to package the deal are being ques- 
tioned and criticized, leaving several key 
votes on the council fence-sitting at 
presstime. Much is still left to the imagination 
on how the town will sub-contract the golf 
course and banquet facility at St. Anne’s from 
Charles’ package on the deal. 

Also, Town Solicitor Anthony C. Bonavita 
ruled only on Tuesday that the liquor license 
owned by St. Anne’s could not be transferred 
unless a special act of the legislature approv- 
ed it. That liquor license wos granted as an 
over-quota license in 1976 and transfer of it 
would need special legislation. 

While this probably won't be a problem, it’s 
just another 11th hour nitch which might 
lhave been reported to councilors earlier. 

All in all, the many questions still needing 
to be answered from Charles have clouded 
this purchase. 

That's why we SUPPORT the purchase on 
the basis of maintaining the integrity of the 
land for future generations of Agawam. We 
hope councilors who are still undecided think 
seriously about the purchase in this vein. 

If running a municipal golf course and ban- 
quet facility can be done, then all the better.

“‘V olunteering’”’ Tax Payment 


To The Editor: 

The Town of Agawam is able to get by financially 
because of voluntary payments of tax bills by the 
citizens of this town. 

That is how | understood it in listening to our Town 
Manager, Reid Charles. 

According to the dictionary, voluntary is defined as 
“proceeding from the will or from one’s own free 
choice.’’ | had no choice in this process. My taxes were 
paid by my bank, from my account, because the town 
manager called and asked them to pay the taxes using 
last year’s rates for all Agawam residents who have 

‘their mortgage with escrow accounts at their bank. 

| found out by reading this month’s mortgage bill 
and seeing that approximately $700 had been removed 
from the account. There was no explanation so | called 
the bank and was told that the Town Manager Reid 
Charles had called and requested our payments 
because of pending financial hardship at Town Hall. 
The bank was also told by Charles that the tax bills 
would be out within 30 days. | was never informed by 
the bank or the Town of Agawam. 

| question the professionality of this situation. We 
are told that paying out tax bills without a bill in hand 
are a voluntary contribution, when in fact they are not. 
| don’t understand the Town Manager telling us that so 
many people came forward with their tax payments 
that we are able to meet the town’s bills and not bor- 
row. | didn’t come forward with a payment, but my bill 
is paid with my money. 

! wonder how many other citizens of Agawam made 
voluntary payments without their knowledge. | have 
spoken with Mr. Charles. He told me he has no control 
over what the banks do but he did in fact ask them for 
the money and received it, without our knowledge. He 
also told me on Tuesday, July 26th, that the tax bills 
would be out next week. When | called the Assessor's 
Office five minutes later, they told me the bills would 
be out the middle or end of August. The Town Council 
has not even voted approval of the bills yet. The bills 
then have to be certified by Boston, and then the town 
has to put the bills into a:;computer, and when all that 
is done they should be sent. | also understand there is a 
problem with the town computer, which may further 
delay the tax bills. How can he tell me they will be out 
next week! 

The bank has returned my call with apologies and 
they have refunded the money to my account and are 
also waiting for a call from Mr. Charles as of Tuesday 
afternoon. , 

The fact that the town was able to acquire money 
from my account, with my name on it, not the town’s 
name, disturbs me greatly. It also disturbs me that all 
this was done with one phone call by one man, Town 
Manager Reid Charles. 

Most of all, it disturbs me that | have lost the control 
of my own account and that we are not being given the 
correct story about these tax bills that were due April 
Ist, not months later. 

| now begin to understand the need for a mayoral 
form of government in this town. | have seen one pro- 
blem after another. And now the Town Manager, who 
we as citizens do not elect, has the power to initiate 
withdrawals from private citizens’ accounts. All of this 
because the town cannot handle their finances. | wish | 
had the ability to dip into someone’s account when | 
can't pay my bills. 

If the taxes were due April Ist, why wasn’t an 
estimated tax bill sent and then later on bill for the re- 
mainder just like the insurance companies did recent- 
ly? It appears to be a funny way of running a town. | 
assumed people had been hired who had the ability to 
run the finances of this town correctly. 

| hope the taxpayers of Agawam are aware of the 
fact that their town manager has the right, or at least 
exercises the right, to withdraw money from a private 
citizen’s account when his administration cannot send 
bills out in a timely fashion.

Why Will Town Pay So Much 
For A Golf Course???

Why does the Town of Agawam want to buy a golf 
course costing over $6 million. 

The town will have to spend more than $500,000 to 
put the course in shape. 

The St. Anne’s Country Club does not have drainage 
nor a sprinkler system. 

Why this piece of property for land salvage? Why 
pay $6 million or more for this piece of land when we 
can buy many hundreds of acres for that purpose at 
millions of dollars cheaper. It sounds ridiculous. 

Let’s look at Agawam’s future money picture, 
regardless of what our filed-for-personal- bankruptcy 
Town Manager, Reid Charles, says. 

1) Our stabilization fund is being abused and is in 
danger of being depleted. 

2) State assistance for recreational land is being 
depleted. : 

3) Our free cash fund in town has been misused and 
abused, while being dangerously depleted. 

4) Agawam does not have any money set aside for 
sorely needed road repairs, sidewalk repairs, etc. 

5) The automatic budget increase and salary increases 
for next year’s budget equals about $1.5 million. 

6) Add the $6 million or more for the golf course, and 
now our finances are really being stretched. - 

7) With this budget we have just increased our bonded 
debt some $4.2 million (school repairs, etc.). 

8) We do not receive any more revenue sharing money. 
That's $600,000 per year - gone. 

Town Manager Charles quote figures from the Old 
Master Plan of 1974 to put this deal for St. Anne’s 
together. He and Councilor Christopher.Johnson, who 
appears to be going along with everything the manager 
says on this, have simply ignored the latest survey and 
plan of 1984 which quotes the following recommenda- 


tions: p 

RECREATION: ‘“‘The addition of 11,000 people by 
the year.2000 will require an additional 29 acres of 
neighborhood, recreational playgrounds, and another 
29 acres for neighborhood parks; 24 acres of playfields 
containing sports field and tennis courts should also be 
built if the standards contained in the 1976 Master Plan 
are to be met. 5 

“Because of the dispersed nature of Agawam’s 
development and ‘relatively large distances between 
parks in the town, smaller and more dispersed recrea- 
tional facilities should be built.” 
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These orpees = future Sg a _in 
Agawam were prepar y Agawam Planning 
Board, by Interchange - Comprehensive Development 
Planning, Lexington, MA. 

| only ask townspeople to please consider what 
Manager Charles is proposing, how he arrived as his 
figures, and the complete chaos he has brought into 
this issue by bad management.

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Health Chairman Raps State DEQE

“i'm tired of lip service. If this isn’t a priority, | don’t 
know what is!” 

Those words from William Euliano, Jr., chairman of 
the Agawam Board of Health, refer to what he charges 
is a total lack of interest by the state Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) in the propos- 
ed safety and operations regulations for the Fluor 
Vicon trash-burning incinerator, scheduled to begin 
operations at Bondi’s Island next week. 

“We were told to expect a response from the DEQE 
to our proposed regulations within 45-60 days,” 
Euliano told us Tuesday night. ‘““It’s been 120 days and 
we still haven’t heard a thing.” 

The proposed regulations were submitted to the DE- 
QE in April by Town Solicitor Anthony C. Bonavita for 
its input, and those amended rules for the incinerator 
are expected to be approved at an August 30th 
meeting of the Board of Health. 

According to Euliano, Bonavita also wrote letters of 
inquiry to several Massachusetts towns with similar 
trash-burning facilities concerning any local rules and 
regulations implemented to regulate plants such as the 
one ready to go on line at Bondi’s Island. 

Euliano said Bonavita has received no response from 
any of the towns regarding regulations in resource 
recovery. 

“1 am not challenging the DEQE’s expertise. That is 
not the question. The lack of response to our inquiries 
is the issue and this is now critical,” Euliano told The 
Advertiser News. 

Euliano said requested meetings between town of- 
ficials and Fluor Vicon management were handled ex- 
pediently and professionally, and a positive exchange

of information took place. 

When the time came for input from the DEQE 
however, Euliano said, “we expected information and 
input and didn’t get any.” 

RUERRHRERRRRE 

Ideally, composting, recycling, and specialized pick- 
ups for hazardous wastes are components that should 
be in operation prior to the incinerator going on line, 
according to Euliano. However, he said because this is 
not the case, “we can’t hold-up the plant beginning 
operations. But the town’s Board of Health will not be 
continually ignored by DEQE.” 

He added, “If the Western Mass. office of DEQE 
won't respond to us, then we'll go to the DEQE com- 
missioners. They have a responsibility to render an opi- 
nion on our proposed rules and we have been ignored.’ 

Testing of the plant is underway as specified in con- 
tractual agreements. DEQE has 180 days after plant 
operations begin to complete its own testing. B 

The proposals regarding safety and regulations at 
the incinerator were penned by Bonavita and Board of 
Health members after reviewing state guidelines for 
such facilities. f 

The plant has been the subject of much controversy 
with environmental activists bringing strong opposi- 
tion to the facility at public hearings and town 
meetings. 

Euliano says it’s now a fact of life that the plant will 
open the first week of August. “However, that doesn’t 
mean it won't be run safely and that’s the way the 
board wants it run.”

phantom programmers. We just don’t have support ser- 
vices from them.” 

Charles concurred with Altobelli, confirming that 
while some areas of the computer system are problem- 
free, collections is not one of those areas. 

Charles did hold a workshop earlier this year for 
Town Council on the constant computer problems. At 
the meeting councilors were assured that the nagging 
and often serious problems were being ironed-out. 
Now, Charles is talking about making the best out of a 
bad situation. 

“We have withheld payments to the computer com- 
pany. We've had conferences and correspondence with 
them, We've taken administrative action many times 
over,’ Charles stated. “’The problems we are currently 
having will not stop the collection process, but it will 
make it cumbersome.

Data Processing Manager Fred Messier says the 
issue goes all the way back to the beginning of the 
revaluation process as handled by Patriot Properties. 

Messier said he received a final revaluation tape 


_ from the firm (with approved valuations) last week and, 


expects to have those figures programmed this week 
and converted into the town computer. 

Once those valuations are in, says Messier, and 
estimated voluntary payments are applied, all he needs 
to send out tax bills is an approved tax rate from the 
state Bureau of Revenue. 

Messier believes the Co-Op has been good about 
clearing-up problem areas in the collections phase of 
the computer program. ‘When they rewrote the soft- 
ware from our old system they did not use a few of the 
tools we would have,” Messier noted.

“Payroll, 
accounting, the school system - these areas are all 
functioning well.’” 

Fieldstad, however, says he isn’t buying rhetoric and 
excuses about the town computer not working. 

“1 final bills for the first half of the year are sent-out 
by September Ist, that gives taxpayers 30 days to pay. 
Then taxpayers will get hit with the second bill on Oc- 
tober Ist, unless that gets delayed too. 

“On top of that,” Fieldstad added, ‘water bills will 
be coming out too. That's alot for some people to take 
all at once. It’s just bad management.”

Lightning Deserves Respect 


Every year you hear of people being struck by lightn- 
ing during summer storms. Most of them are killed. 
The rest of us ask ourselves why those victims didn't 
take shelter, why they stayed on the golf course or ball 
field, or why they went under a tree during the storm. 
After all, we think, we all know better. The Agawam 
Fire Department wants to remind you of those lessons. 

Yes, most of us learned when we were younger how 
to behave in a thunderstorm. The problem is, 
sometimes we don’t think it’s important to worry about 
such safety precautions. We think the thunder we hear 
is too far away to be concerned about and that just a 
few more minutes won't hurt. So even though we know 
better, we decide to take the risk. 

Don’t take the chance. When you hear thunder or see 
lightning anywhere in your area, don’t waste time. 
Summer storms can move very fast. 

Wherever you are, the key is to remember not to 
leave yourself in a position where you become attrac- 
tive for the lightning. Lightning tends to strike anything 
that protrudes above the rest of its surroundings. Don't 
be a lightning rod. 

If you‘re at the beach or pool, get out of the water 
and find shelter, but not under a tree or beach um- 
brella! Don’t stay on the beach. Anything that sticks up 
from a flat area, whether it’s a tree, pole or you, is a 
target for lightning. 

If you're in a boat on the water and there’s time to 
get ashore, head in without delay and take safer 
shelter. If you're too far from shore, get low in the boat 
so you won't serve as a lightning rod. 

If you are in a field and are too far from safe shelter, 
don’t be tempted to find a tree just to keep dry.: Get 
down and stay low. You'll get wet but you probably 
won't get fried. 

Most important, don't try to outguess the storm or 
blitnely assume you'll escape harm. Certainly past vic- 
tims of lightning strikes, if they could, would say that’s 
what they thought.

Walsh said he believes the Rheault-sponsored 
resolution on the council floor, which he sponsored ir 
Boston, became state law because it was written ir 
language that reported the land was needed as part ot 
the town’s five-year open space plan. 

Walsh did note that the land transfer from county-to- 
town will not prevent the state from recommending the 
Feeding Hills site, but might gain the town millions of 
dollars in payment for the land if the state takes it by 
eminent domain. 

“There's not doubt that this land transfer will have 
an impact on the state’s plans for a jail if the Taylor 
Street site is not accepted,” said Walsh. 

He noted that the state was probably looking at the 
Feeding Hills site because it was previously county 
land, and would have not cost any money to purchase 
it. 

A state study on a potential jail site is now pending, 
but a state official said earlier this week the land 
transfer might further delay the study. 

“Given Their Word” 

According to Walsh, the county commissioners have 
verbally given “their word’ to him that they would op- 
pose any attempt by the state to place a jail here.

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“But what happens if the state study on the jail 
pointed to Agawam as the only realistic site, and if the 
county was to oppose it, the jail could be possibly 
delayed for several more years? | think | can safely say 
the county would be “rethinking” its position anyway 
and suddenly Agawam would be the chosen site,” said 
Walsh. 

Rheault said both the county commission and Ashe 
should choose their words carefully before “ranting 
and raving” about the land transfer being a political 
deal. 

“As | read the legislation, it not only carries the 
signature of the governor, but the Speaker of the House 
and the Senate President also signed it. There was no 
mystery to this bill. The county commission were the 
ones in the dark because something went wrong_on 
their end. Their hostility is totally reactionary. The 
Town of Agawam was simply acting to control its own 
destiny,” said Rheault. 

He concluded, “I’ve been involved in town govern- 
ment for 15 years and this is the most significant 
legislation I’ve been involved in. Twenty-five years ago 
the town was promised that Route 57 would be com- 
pleted. 

“We're still waiting.”

Burglary-resistant safes are 
designed to withstand attacks by tools, torch, or ex- 
plosives in proportion to their construction specifica- 
tions. These safes are also designed to protect against 
thefts that are done quickly where the thief depends on 
the element of surprise or fast getaway. 

Underwriters Laboratory in Northbrook, Illinois, 
does all the testing and labeling of these safes. These 
labels indicate classification of the unit and to a cer- 
tain extent, their capabilities. 

For example, a chest with TRTL 30 rating must have 
withstood an attack with burglary tools for a period of 
30 minutes, an attack with a torch for 30 minutes or an 
attack with tools and a torch for 30 minutes. 

While 30 minutes may not seem like a long time, it

Once purchased, the single most important con- 
sideration will be location of the unit in your home or 
business as well as its portability. Burglars will give a 
wide berth to safes easily observed from the outside, 
and if the unit cannot be defeated at the scene, it 
should not be easy for the burglar to remove it from the 
premises for further attempts at a different more secure

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People Should Leave 
Wildlife Alone!!!

Last week | mentioned the fact that we must accept 
our wildlife in the area and learn to co-exist with them. 
However, this does not mean that we should attempt to 
care for them by feeding or housing them. 

Every spring and summer the lives of many young 
wildlife are upset by people who mean to help them. 
These “babies’’ are learning survival techniques from 
one or both parents and any intrusion of this lesson 
can prove injurious to them. 

The perils of survival are a natural part of the wild 
kingdom and some of them may not survive; the ones 
that do learn well and are the most fit, usually live the 
longest. 

Although these acts of kindness are well-meant, it is 
very important that young wildlife are left to learn their 
place in the world so that they are able to fend for 
themselves in the wilderness. 

Another factor of caring for young wildlife is that 
many people all of a sudden find out that they don’t 
really know how to care for these young animals and 
the young one dies in the hands of these well-meaning 
people.

\f you happen to find a baby animal, don’t assume 
that it is an orphan and needs your help. Chances are 
one or both of the parents are nearby. Don’t be temp- 
ted to help these young ones unless you see that the 
mother is dead. 

Then the only thing to do is to contact the Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife. There are laws that protect 
wildlife from being taken from the wild and kept. So if 
you decide that any young ones are in.danger, then you 
should bring them to an office of the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife or to an Environmental Police 
Officer.

If you should find a baby bird that has fallen out of 
its nest, just carefully put the bird back into its nest. It 
won't affect the mother’s care for it as many people 
may think!

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New England Tele. Explains New 508 Code 


Massachusetts officially has a new area code, 508 
as of July 16th when New England Telephone formally 
introduced its third area code in the state. 

Paul C. O’Brien, president and chief executive officer 
of New England Telephone, placed an “inaugural call’ 
today to Lawrence Mayor Kevin J. Sullivan during a 
news conference at the company’s headquarters at 185 
Franklin Street, Boston. Lawrence is one of the largest 
cities in the new 508 area code region. 


The new area code will not change existing toll rates 


because Massachusetts will retain the same two call- 
ing areas: the 413 area in Western Massachusetts and 
what is now known as the 617/508 area in Eastern 
Massachusetts, New England Telephone will continue 
to carry all calls within these two regions. 

“The bottom line is that this new area code will not 
create new toll-calling boundaries,” O’Brien said. 

“| want to stress that this is just a numbering 
change—a local call between two communities will re~ 
main a local call after the new area code is 
introduced,” he added. _. 

In addition to toll rates remaining unchanged, all op- 
tional calling plans—such as Bay State East, and 
Measured Circle Calling Service—will not be affected. 
Customers with New-England Telephone Calling Cards 
may continue to use those cards, Customers in the new 
508 region will receive new cards in the fall, incor- 


. porating the addition of 508. 


After the area code is implemented, customers will 
have to dial ‘’1’” plus the area code to complete calls 
that cross the 617/508 boundary. 

Among the new dialing instructions outlined by 
O’Brien were: 


—617 customers will have to dial ‘“1’’ plus 508” ~ 


when calling across the new boundary; 
—508 customers will have to dial “1” plus “617” 
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when calling across the new boundary; 

— 413 customers may have to dial “1” plus “508” 
on some calls previously dialed with a1” plus “61 Ps 

New England Telephone is implementing the new 
area code because Eastern Massachusetts is growing 
so fast that the region is running out of telephone 
numbers. The addition of 508 will virtually double the 
supply of telephone numbers available in the eastern 
part of the state. 

The company announced the new area code plans 
over two years ago in order to give customers ample 
time to prepare for the change. 

“We want to make the transition to 508 as smooth 
as possible for our customers,” O’Brien said. ‘“We'’ve 
been working intensely to bring it into service with as 
little confusion as possible.” 

According to O’Brien, there will be a three-month 
“acclimation” period during which customers who 
forget to use the new calling pattern will still have their 
calls completed. 

“After this grace period, we'll have what we call an 
intercept period for a year when customers who fail to 
dial the correct area code will be reminded by a recor- 
ding to redial their call using the appropriate area 
code,”” O'Brien said. 

The new area code will extend from a new boundary 
north, west and south of greater Boston to the 413 area 
code in the western part of the state. 

In the new 617 area, there will be about 1.2 million 
customer telephone lines while the 508 area will have 
about 1.3 million lines. 


“The introduction of 508 brings to a conclusion the 
largest customer education and technical project 
we've undertaken during our 105-year history,” 
O’Brien added.

Recognizing Our Dead 
From Revolution! 


One day during the summer of 1987 we received a 
phone call from Doug Blanchard, secretary of the 
George Washington Chapter, Society of Sons of the 
American Revolution. : 

Blanchard inquired if we had any information 
relative to American Revolution soldiers buried at the 
Old Feeding Hills Burial Ground. Replying we had, we 
agreed to meet members of the Society at the site that 
Sunday morning. 

{t was at this time we were informed that the local 
chapter was planning a brief but colorful ceremony at 
the site, perhaps in April or shortly thereafter. The pur- 
pose for this occasion was to honor the Revolutionary 
soldiers buried at the site. 






We were well aware that Agawam student John 
Manning had done a complete and accurate survey of 
town and village burial grounds, under the careful 
supervision of Agawam elementary teacher Ann Brad- 
ford, a dedicated member of our teaching profession. 
Armed with this valuable information and what we 
were able to provide, the local chapter officers stated 
their intentions to hold an official ceremony at the 
local burial grounds. 


We were delighted since we are well aware that such 


distinction is a worthy recognition for any town! 
Thanks to publisher Ric Sardella and The Agawam 
Advertiser News, this ceremony was well covered. 
Apart from this, little recognition was given the pro- 
gram that truly was very much in keeping with the true 
meaning of the Fourth of July! 


“Yankee Doodle Went To Town...” 

We may be justly proud of the number of local men 
(and boys) who marched to “tweak the British 
bulldog’s nose” from the beginning of our War of In- 
dependence. Although resident Andy Gallano’s 1962 
Veteran’s Account listed many of these Revolutionary 
veterans, the fact remains that there are probably 
others whose name does not appear.

Unfortunately, along with this number of unmarked 
soldiers, there is no account for such veterans located 
in the Feeding Hills Pine Street site, the Lost Cemetery 
site, or Springfield Street Cemetery. Hopefully, the ex- 
* tensive survey completed by young student John Man- 

ning might prove otherwise! 

In any event, the fact remains that our town and 
village certainly can account for a sizeable number of 
these Revolutionary soldiers. In this, we must take 
pride! It’s small wonder that the George Washington 

_ Chapter selected the Old Feeding Hills Burial Grounds 
for such a memorable event. p : 


Once again we suggest that our readers might take a 
quiet stroll through the town and village burial sites. 
Such an expedition would prove of interest beyond the 
imagination and certainly, provide a pleasant interlude 
from the complexities of our modern society. 

Although we do not claim that our accounts are 
complete, we do know that the village burial grounds 
has no less than 16 Revolutionary veterans, including 
such worthy citizens as Captain Samuel Flower, Private 
Justin Granger, David Morley, Jessie Mcintire, and 
Joseph Phelan. : 


Insofar as the Gallano Report is concerned, we can 
attribute our local town and village burial grounds as 
having at least 42 Revolutionary veterans, not coun- 
ting unmarked sites! Not bad for the size of Agawam 
(West Springfield) in 1776. Better yet, town historian 
Edith LaFrancis’ town history presents an interesting 
chapter devoted to such veterans! 


Local Student Properly Recognized 

In this local ceremony, the Society of Sons of the 
American Revolution not only honored our town, but 
extended their recognition to an Agawam student, 
John Manning, who devoted considerable time and ef- 
fort in fulfilling a long time endeavor to properly iden- 
tify those Revolutionary soldiers in local burial 
grounds. 


In this respect, we would like to pay homage to 
young John Manning for putting his time to good use! 

Far too often we hear or read of the misdeeds of our 
younger generation. At last, tribute is paid to one of 
the majority of our young people who rose above the 
daily trials and tribulations of a hectic world! Con- 
gratulations John Manning, and to your parents, John 
& Helen Manning! 


Nor should we forget to acknowledge the caretakers 
of this sacred burial grounds, along with an exemplary 
staff of Agawam police officers. It is because of their 
constant vigilence and efforts that our cemeteries have 
not suffered the vandalism that plagues so many of 
similar burial sites outside our town. 

In a final word, we wish to express our sincere ap- 
preciation to Roy Powers and the members of the 
George Washington Chapter,S.A.R., to local police of- 
ficer, Rick Curry, and his friend, Ed Gillis, for offering 
their bagpiping talent for this occasion!

Building were recently completed. Built in 1949 and 
last renovated in 1959, the building now sports a new 
portico which houses an elevator; balcony and storage 
area, The $1.1 million project includes handicap 
restrooms and entrance ramps. The interior was gutted 
and re-designed to teflect a more efficient use of office

IRS Offers More Tips & How-To’s 


Q. It has been several weeks since I filed my tax 
return, but! still don’t have my refund. How can I check 
on the status of my refund? 

_A. If it has been more than 10 weeks since you filed 
your tax return, you can call to find out the status of 
your refund. A special Automated Refund Information 
System, «which is part of IRS Tele-Tax service, is 
available for this purpose from March 15th, 1988, 
through December 3st, 1988. To obtain automated 
refund information, call the IRS Tele-Tax number listed 
in your tax package or in your phone directory. You 
should have a copy of your tax return in front of you 
before you make this call to refer to your social security 
number and the exact amount of your refund. If you are 
a push-button (tone signaling) phone user, you will 
hear recorded instructions on how to use the system. If 
you are a rotary (dial) or push-button (pulse dial) phone 
user, you will reach an IRS operator who will access the 
recorded information for you. 

Q. Generally, what deductions are allowed for ex- 
penses paid to care for a handicapped child? 

A. A medical expense deduction is allowed for ex- 
penses paid for the care of the child’s physical or men- 
tal illness. Some disabled dependent care expenses 
may qualify as work-related for the child dependent 
care credit and also as medical expense, but can only 
be claimed once on your return. You should get 
Publication 503, Child and Dependent Care Credit, and 
Employment Taxes for Household Employers, it your 


disabled dependent care expenses are work-related 

Q. Can anyone claim a deduction for medical ox 
penses paid for a handicapped child? 

A. Only taxpayers who itemize deductions and have 
medical expenses which exceed 7.5 percent of their ad- 
justed gross income can deduct medical expenses. The 
expenses must be paid during the tax year. =

19th Century Razors 


Nineteenth century straight razors are now on ex- 
hibit until November in the Eddy Law Office at Stor- 
rowton Village located on the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion grounds, West Springfield. Vernon Phelps 
curatorial assistant at the Village, designed and in- 
stalled the exhibit. . 

The exhibit displays straight razors at different 
stages throughout the 19th century when technology 
was changing. The straight razors went through a 
number of changes before they were replaced with 
disposable razors. Boy razors made of ‘cast steel’’ 
which was invented in 1740 in Sheffield, England was 
later substituted with Solingen Steel. In the 1820's, a 


small shoulder was added to the wedge blades to keep. 


fingers from slipping. Handles were of natural 
materials until the 1870's when they were replaced 
with new synthetic materials,and the last improvement 
was in 1914 with the invention of stainless steel. 

The Law Office is also the home of a small collec- 
tion of calling cards used by 19th century ladies when 
calling on people. Similar to today’s business card, 
calling cards were fancy hand done and printed.

WHY CAVITIES? 


Q. What causes cavities? 


A. Cavities, or caries, most often result from in- 
teraction between sugar in the foods we eat and 
the film of plaque that accumulates on the teeth. 
Acid formed by the sugar and plaque dissolves 
tooth enamel, créating cavities. If neglected, 


decay. spreads to the tooth interior and may pro- 
duce infection.

Opportunity knocked on Thomas’ door in a roun- 
dabout manner through ‘The Supremes” drummer, 
Jerome Spearman, who currently resides in West Spr- 


ingfield. 

en became acquainted with guitarist Steve 
“Buzzsaw” Ouellette and bassist Tony Impoco—foun- 
ding members of the local group “Hooker Crook,” ata 
recent battle of the bands sponsored by the Guitar 
Academy in Agawam. 

The three developed a close musical and personal 
relationship after being introduced by The Guitar 
Academy's owner, Toney Douglas. Spearman has fre- 
quently played with “Hooker Crook,’ oftentimes drum- 
ming in conjunction with the group’s regular drummer, 
Jeff Allen. 

Spearman approached Ouellette approximately a 
week before the Finland tour in dire need of a bassist 
for the upcoming shows. “Rob Thomas was one of the 
first people who came to mind,” Quellette recalls. ‘I 
wanted to offer them (“The Supremes”) someone with 
ability, availability, and personality.” 

Availability was one of the key issues and Thomas 
indicated that it would not be a problem in his situa- 
tion. 

Many telephone calls were made and a nationwide 
search ensued before Thomas was ultimately chosen 
over several contenders for the position. 

Spearman and Thomas returned July 18th and both 
noted that the tour was a success. “Rob did one hell of 
a job,” said Spearman, who is also “The Supremes” 
bandleader. He also indicated that the other members 
of the group were extremely pleased with Thomas’ per- 
formance and easy-going personality. Additionally, he 
mentions that there may be future possibilities for 
Thornas within “The Supremes” organization.

One of the highlights for Thomas on the tour was his 
meeting with guitar legend Carlos Santana at the Jazz 
Festival. During the lengthy conversation between 
sets, Santana offered words of encouragement to the 
Agawam musician. Other luminaries that Thomas had 
the opportunity to meet included Wayne Shorter, Ertha 
Kitt, Joe Zawinul, and former “Weather Report’’ 
bassist Alfonso Johnson. 

Spearman will be returning to his native Detroit, 
Michigan in September, but not without fond memories 
of the friends that he has found in some of the local 
musicians. He says that he will remain in contact with 
Thomas, Quellette, and members of “Hooker Crook.”

Based on recent sampling for PCBs in striped bass 
and bluefish, the Connecticut Departments of Health 
Services and Environmental Protection are urging 
precautions in the consumption and preparation of 
these popular gamefish. 

The advice issued today is that striped bass and 
large bluefish taken in coastal Connecticut waters 
should not be eaten by women who are pregnant. Of- 
ficials consider a large bluefish as one greater than 25 
inches in total length or about six pounds.
